John Bal enti ne, Purchasing and Contracts Adnministrator, stated that the recommended action is to request that the cable tel evision
conpani es fix channel |ocations for PEG (public/educational/governnent) channels and to give adequate notice of any channe
changes. He distributed a fact sheet fromthe Federal Comuni cati ons Conmi ssion regarding the |latest information on the Cable
Tel evi sion Act. He also rem nded everyone that the County's authority extends only to the basic channels and then only to the
rates for sanme and the equi pnent necessary to ensure that subscribers can receive those signals in their hones; and that other
than that, the County does have sone input as to what's carried, but only in a reconmendati on status. M. Balentine further

advi sed that pursuant to the franchi se agreements, when a cabl e conpany has 44 channels, the community is entitled to 1 PEG
channel ; and that at 45 or nore channels, the community is entitled to 2 PEG channel s.

Paul Schmi dt, Lake Tahoe Public TV, stated that their station does not nmeet the criteria of being a government station; and that,
al t hough they have had a good working relationship with TClI Cabl evision on the local |evel, they are concerned about being booted
of f the system because of all the changes in the industry and the new Tel econmuni cati ons Act. He relayed sonme of the history of
LTPTV and the comunity services they provide and answered questions of the Board.

Judge Smith, TCl Cabl evision, stated that they have carried LTPTV for nmany years not because they were required to, but because
they wanted to; and that because of the conpetitive environnment created by the | atest FCC changes and the way the business is
changi ng, he cannot commrit a channel or commit to giving nore than 30 days notice of channel changes.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Commi ssioner Bond, seconded by Comr ssioner Muliot, which nmotion duly carried, it was
ordered that the follow ng resolution be adopted and Chairman Bradhurst be authorized to execute on behal f of Washoe County:

6:00 p.m This was the tinme set in a Notice of Public Hearing sent to affected property owners on April 4, 1996, by the Departnent
of Devel oprment Review to reconsider the County Conmi ssioner's decision to uphold the appeal of Variance Case No. V11-35-95 and
grant the applicant's request, subject to conditions, to increase the allowed height of a detached garage from 12 feet to 21 feet
at grade on Wassou Road and 42 feet downslope, to increase the nunber of allowable stories of a detached structure from one story
to two stories, and to reduce the side setback from8 feet to 6 feet to facilitate the construction of a detached garage with
second story studio, (no kitchen or bathroomfacilities have been requested) on property |ocated at 344 Wassou Road, Lots 5 and 6,
Bl ock 9, Crystal Bay Park Subdivision, Unit No. 1, a A.324-acre parcel designated Medi um Density Suburban (MDS) in the Tahoe Area
Plan and situated in a portion of Section 19, T16N, R18E, MDM Washoe County, Nevada. The Board did conduct a site visit of

subj ect earlier this date.

Pursuant to the Board's request at Caucus, Sharon Kvas, Departnent of Devel opnment Review, provided a map and information regarding
the other variances granted in Crystal Bay/Incline Village. Ms. Kvas stated that this is the third de novo hearing of this case,
reviewed the Board's options including the necessary findings, and answered further questions of the Conm ssioners.

Chai rman Bradhurst opened the public hearing by calling on anyone wi shing to speak regarding this variance request.

Robert Angres, attorney representing applicant, stated that the Board has already heard consi derable testinony regarding this
request; that the site inspection shows the need for garages in Crystal Bay; and that the current proposal is the only place to



put this particular garage. He reiterated previous coments regarding roof pitch and snow shed, stated that they still maintain
that the inpact on the neighbors' views does not exist, and answered questions of the Board.

Wayne Ford, designer of the project, conducted the sanme slide presentation as at the previous hearing, and also reiterated that
nost of the views will not be inpacted.

Jeffrey Friedman, attorney representing neighboring property owners Steven Mayo and Larry Roderick, also presented photographs

mai ntai ning that the views of his clients will be detrinentally inpacted. M. Friednman stated that there is no question a garage
is necessary, but that the extra 6 feet in height is not necessary; and that he woul d question the purpose and use of the proposed
studio. He also stated that it is a fact that there have been several variances for garages, but this will be the first one on

this street and the first one that starts bl ocking views.

John Denmprest stated that he is the property owner across the street fromthe applicant on the uphill side and that it is his view
of Lake Tahoe and Di anond Peak that will be seriously conpromised if this is approved and al so showed the Board slide photographs.

There being no one el se wishing to speak, Chairman Bradhurst closed the public hearing.

In response to Comni ssioner Sinms, Ms. Kvas stated that she made the decision to recomrend approval of this variance request
because she felt the views are panoramic and the detrinment was not a serious inpact. A discussion then ensued concerning the
Board's avail able options as outlined in the staff report and the Board focused on the suggested conprom se of allow ng the height
but removing the dormers. Comn ssioners Muliot and Bradhurst agreed that renoving the dornmers would | essen the visual inpact.
Chai rman Bradhurst al so di scussed the necessity of having garages to get the cars off these narrow streets, expressed his belief
that no one has ownership of a view, and stated that this conpronise will minimnmze the inpact. Conmm ssioner Sins stated that he
believes all the required findings can be nade for granting this variance, even with the dorners.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Commi ssioner Shaw, seconded by Comnri ssioner Muliot, which nmotion duly carried with
Commi ssioner Sinms voting "no," Chairman Bradhurst ordered that Variance Case No. V11-35-95 be granted to Carol e Di anond, subject
to the original conditions as approved by the Board on February 20, 1996, and subject to the rempoval of the dornmers.

6:00 p.m This was the tinme set in a Notice of Public Hearing published in the North Lake Tahoe Bonanza on April 5, 1996, to
consi der the Washoe County Pl anni ng Conmm ssion's approval, with recomended changes, of the four Tahoe Conmunity Plans as a part
of the Tahoe Area Plan. The four comrunity plans include the North Stateline Comunity Plan, the Incline Village Commercia
Community Plan, the Incline Village Tourist Community Plan, and the Ponderosa Ranch Community Plan. The North Stateline Conmunity
Pl an Area generally includes the tourist comercial uses in Crystal Bay along the California-Nevada state |line. The Incline
Village Commercial Comrunity Plan Area generally includes the area within the Northwood- Sout hwood Boul evard | oop

The Incline Village Tourist Community Plan Area generally includes the area along Country Club Boul evard from Ski Way to the shore
of Lake Tahoe. The Ponderosa Ranch Comrunity Plan Area generally includes the Ponderosa Ranch and industrial uses directly north
of the Ponderosa Ranch along State Route 28. The conmunity plans are intended to gui de devel opnent in the comrunity plan areas for
at |l east the next ten years and serve as integrated |and use plans addressi ng physical design, commercial growth, housing,

transit, traffic circulation, the environnent, recreation and public services. Adm nistrative changes are al so proposed, including
adoption of the A S versions of the followi ng Tahoe Area Pl an maps: Devel opnent Suitability, Existing Land Use, Land Use Pl an,
Streets and Hi ghways System Pl an, and Public Services and Facilities Plan.

Romany Wbodbeck, Departnent of Conprehensive Planning, distributed additional material, displayed |arge maps of each of the four
pl anni ng areas, and stated that there has been very substantial comunity invol venment and input in devel oping the plans for these
four areas. She then revi ewed each reconmended el enent of the proposed Tahoe Comrunity Plans by plan area and answered questions
of the Board. Ms. Whodbeck al so presented a Community Plan Errata detailing changes to be made to the Comunity Plan and rel ated
Community Plan Area Statenment, which she explained in detail. Ms. Wodbeck al so expl ained that the Washoe County Pl anni ng



Conmmi ssi on conducted its review and made its reconmendations regardi ng these plans at a special nmeeting on April 9, 1996, and that
t he Tahoe Regi onal Pl anni ng Agency (TRPA) is conducting a sinultaneous review, and that the tinme period for appealing Planning
Commi ssi on deci si ons has not yet expired. Legal Counsel Madel yn Shipnman advi sed that the Board can adopt these plans to be
effective April 24, 1996, provided no appeals are filed.

Chai rman Bradhurst opened the public hearing by calling on anyone wi shing to speak regardi ng adoption of these Tahoe Comunity
Pl ans.

Don Kornreich stated that as a plan team nmenber he is encouragi ng the Board to adopt these plans although he does see a few
problenms that still need to be worked out; that one is that the VMI (vehicle miles traveled) goal is unrealistic and he will be
working with TRPA to get that changed; and that his other major concern is that he feels the plan is unduly harsh to the Ponderosa
Ranch and that they should be allowed the additional tourist acconmodati on units (TAU).

Nor man Roseburg urged the Board to approve the plan so that action can be started, especially on the comrercial plan. He al so
agreed that the Ponderosa Ranch should be allowed to have the 45 TAU s.

Joy Guns stated that she cannot believe another study is needed for the pedestrian problemin the casino area as there is no
guestion that an aboveground pedestrian wal kway i s necessary; that she is opposed to hone neil delivery service because the snow
pl ows just run over the mail boxes; that she questions putting benches along State Route 28 as she cannot inmagi ne that anybody
wants to sit and watch the traffic; that the TART buses are running up and down the streets enpty; that the real problens with the
bi ke paths have not yet been addressed; and that bike and joggi ng paths are needed where people will not be run over by cars.

Jay Serrett, plan team nmenber, relayed his experiences in a 20-year quest to devel op conmercial property at North Lake Tahoe,
bei ng caught up in the Burton-Santini regulations first and now in the TRPA regul ations as well as others in between; and stated
that commercial properties are needed in the area and that those who have been waiting for years should be given preferentia
treatment and allowed to exercise their constitutional rights to develop their property.

Laj osh Mbhachy stated that the plan should be nore specific regarding what can be built on certain properties.

Philip Glanfarr, also a nenber of the comunity plan team subnmitted a letter to the Board urging adoption of the Tahoe Conmunity
Pl ans with amendnments, very simlar to Ms. Wodbeck's anendnents, which he discussed; and stated that he would request that the
Commi ssion send a nessage to the TRPA advising that the citizens are against the restrictions proposed through the EI'S and that

t hey believe each project should be evaluated and judged on its own nerits. He further stated that 63,000 square feet is not
nearly enough for comercial properties; that the restriction allocating the commercial floor area to State Route 28 only should
be renoved; and that the requirenent that that floor area should be used only for renovating existing uses or upgrading properties
shoul d al so be renpved.

Ann Johnson, Chairman, Washoe County Pl anni ng Conmi ssion, advised that the Planning Comr ssion approved this plan with the changes
and urged the County Conmission to do the same. She stated that she agrees that nuch nore commercial floor space is needed; that
sonmet hing has to be done about the pedestrian traffic in the state line area, but TRPA has denied every plan they have cone up
with; that the Ponderosa Ranch is a tremendous econonic asset to the area and should be given incentives to proceed with their

i mprovenent plans rather than placing barriers in their way; and that the 45 TAU s at the Ponderosa Ranch should be put back into
the plan. Ms. Johnson stated that they went into this process determ ned not to be hanpered by the TRPA, but when the EI'S cane
out, several of them had "heartburn.” In response to Chairman Bradhurst, M. Johnson stated that the plan errata i s sonething that
developed in trying to come to a conprom se with the TRPA

There being on one el se wishing to speak, Chairman Bradhurst closed the public hearing.
Ms. Wbodbeck provided clarification for sone of the issues raised such as underground utilities and nmail boxes; and stated that

the bi ke paths are being addressed through other avenues. The Conm ssioners and Ms. Wodbeck then went through the plan errata to
bring those recommended changes in line with the changes reconmended by the Pl anni ng Comni ssion
